In fllustration of a recent article
on the judges of Old England a series
of portraits of eminent judges In cos-
fume was glven In the Standard, It
may be Intereating to Standard read-
ore to have a brief deseripiion of the
robes of office mnctually worn by the
fudicial dignitaries of the old land as
furpisbed us by Messre, Ede, Bon &
Kavenscroft of Chancery Lane, Lon-
don, E. C, the lord high chancellor,
the master of the rolls, and the presl
dent of the dlvorce division, all wear
the same kind of full dress which s
as follows: Full court sult of velvet,
consisting of coat, walsteoat and
breeches, black sllk stockings, shoes
with gilt buckles, black damask robe
trinimed with gold. The costume also
comprises full bottomed wig and
court hat, lace frills, rufMes, bands and
bagwig.

The lord chief justice of England
wears & full court suit of black eloth,
but the buckles on his shoes are steel
and not gilt., He wears moreover &
scarlet cloth robe with hood and
mantle trimmed with ermine with
searf tippet; glrdie, bands, full-bot-
tomed wig and bat complete the cos-
tume,

The recorder of London’s full dress
fs a court sult of velvet as above de
sor'bed, with steel buckles on shoes,
lace frills, rufMes, plain bands, full
hottomed wig.—London Standard, *

LESS WATER WASTE CABBAGE ussns.uucn wATEn

Large Volumes Are Lost by Ab-
sorpriion and Seepage.

One of Most Common Sources of Loss
la Poor Preparation of Soll—
Too Bhallow Irrigation Is
Another Causs.

Recent investigation made by the
experiment station have shown that
the quantity of water which plants
use forma but a small part of that
which In diverted from streams for ir-
rigation purpose. Large volumes are
iost by absorption and seepage in the
sarthen channels of ecanal systems,
Similar losses occur in the ditches
which supply farms, and a large part
of the remainder Is wasted In irri-
gating crops. The farmer Is chiefly
concerned in lessening the waste of
water In his supply diteh and on his
farm. In localities where water Is
soarce, the supply ditch should be
made watertight. This may be done
by lining the channel with cement
ronerete, cement plaster, asphalt,
heavy crude ofl, or clay puddle,
Flumes or plpes may also be used as a
substitute for an earthen ditch.

One of the most common wources of
loss of water is poor preparation of
*he surface, When the soll is (reigated
by fooding from fleld Iaterals an un-
sven surface causes needless waste of
water, extra labor In spreading It over
the surface, and smaller ylelds. The
water flows Into the low places, which
recelve too much and may become
water-logged, while the high places
are left without water and the crop
thereon ls dwarfed. The surface be-
tween fleld laterals should be so even-
ly graded that water will flow In a
thin sheet over the entire surface, the
excess belng caught up by the lower
lateral.

Another common cause of waste Is
the lack of attendance. Water Is oft-
tn turned on a portion of a fleld and
permitted to run without attention for
hours and even days. On some farms
the Irrigators look after the water for
ten hours and turn it loose for the
balance of the day., Under this prac-
tise the low places receive too much,
the high places little or none, and
& large part flows off the fleld to the
injury of the road and adjoining
larms,

Too shallow and too frequent irrl
gatlon I8 mnother source of waste,
Wetting the surface and neglecting to
sultivate It afterwards may result in
the loss by evaporation of three
fourths of the water which Is applied
In this way. For most plants, and for
all deep-rooted plants In particular, the
ground should be so prepared that wa-
ter would readlily percolate to a con-
siderable depth beneath the surface
and enough water should be applled
to moisten the subsoil,

Again, in farming by firrigation
thorouvgh and frequent cultivation s
of firat Importance. It not only pre-
vents the escaps of large quantities
of soll molsture, but It greatly im-
proves the condition of the soll,

“SAND” TURNED INTO DOLLARS

“Desert Wantes,” Thought Useless
Few Years Ago, Redeemed by
Means of Irrigation,

Nobody needs to worry any longer
over the fact that moat of the natural-
ly arable land of this country s occu-
pled. The results already achieved
from the Irrigation of large tracts of
what, a few years ago, still belleved to
be “desert wastes"” forever useless,
show that most of this “sand” can

be lterally turned into dollars,

There I8 water enough—the only
problem is capital, and engineering
ability for the husbanding of natural
water supplles and the systematic
spreading of them over thirsty wsoll
which then becomes astonlshingly fer
tlle,

The frrigation work in this country
already completed and under way will
redeom more than 60 milllon acres of
the desert, ready for culitivation,
rendy to add half a milllon prosper-
ous homes to the millions already es-
tablished.

It Is estimated that by these means
the eoll of this country would be made
to support in comfort fully five times
its present population,

Those who cultivate these redeemed
desert spaces agree that the profits
ate greater and surer than from land
which depends upon the uncertain
rainfall for its productivity. They de-
clare that the gentle and timely seep.

"Ing of water from firrigation ditehes

through the soll is the ldeal way of
watering it, whereas rains often come
at tho wrong time, often in deluges,
and overwhelm young crops, and, oft-
ener yet, too late to save the burnt-
up vuerdre,

Care of Milk Palla,

Frequency lnd Numbnr of Irrigations
Depends on the Boll and Amount
of Ralnfall,

Few cropa are more particular about
water than the cabbage. Although b
Is n gross feeder It will soon wilt and
stop growing il the soll Is dry, and on
the other hand, if the land becumes
waterogged the plants will turn yeli
low and wtop growth. The fregquency
and upumber of irrigations then des
pends on the character of the woll and
the amount of rainfall. If solls arae
light and gravelly, with good under
dralnage, the irrigations must be'
frequent and there is little danger of
over-watering,

The harvesting of cabbage ls a very
simple operation, as the markets
reached are not exacting.

The wagon s driven Into the flald,
the heads cut with a knife, so as to
leave just enough of the green leaves
to cover the white tissue of the head,
then thrown on to the wagon. Not all
the heads will be ready for market at
the same time, so the flelds have to
be gone over twice or three times be-
fore all the erop is taken off,

If the crop s to be shipped the
cabbages are hauled direct to the
cars. After belng welghed the cab-
bages are elther crated, sacked, or
sometimes loaded on to the cars loose.

One of the most serlous Insect posts
up to the present time Is the little
black fea beetle (Epltrix cucumerls).
These Ingects feed on the stems and
cotylodons of tHE plants just as the
secdlings break through the ground.
If the Insects are plentiful they some-
times destroy all the plants. Growers
frequently fall to locate the trouble
because of the small size of the In-
sects and thelr habit of jumping away
from the plants when disturbed. This
pest s particularly troublesome if
the soll forms & crust so that the In-
sects can find protection under the
crust as the seedling comes up,
Several remedies, such nas ashes,
ground tobacco stems, lime and Insect
powder, have been used with varying
degrees of success, If the Insects are
numerous the only method of prevent-
Ing the trouble Is to grow the plants
in coldframes where the insects can
be shut out till the plants are large
enough to resist the attacks,

VALUABLE WATER IS WASTED

Profita of Alfaifa Growing Can Be
Greatly Increased If More Care
and 8kill Exercised.

The profits of alfalfa growing ean
be greatly Increased if more care and
skill nre exercised. The western Ir
rigator has seldom been able finan-
cially to dig his ditches and prepare
his flelds In such way as to insure the
most efMclent irrigation and the high.
est profits. In consequence valuable
water Is wastefully applied to land
that 1s In no fit condition to be Irri
gated. On the large acreage In irrl
gated alfalfa thls amounts to an enor
mous logs. This fact, consldered in
connection with the Importance of the
crop, the rapldly Increasing area de-
voted to Its growth and the large num-
ber of farmers who are settling in the
west and who will be for years de
pendent In a large measure on alfalfa
for m livellhood, would seem to war
rant greater lnterest In preparing the
s0ll so me to get a perfect stand. Wa
are not getting enough tonnage from
the mcrez already In the plant and the
aren itself could be very largely In
creased,

HE rural free delivery service of

the United States means the dis
tribution of nearly 3,000,000 letters and
parcels annually along the highways
and byways of every state and terrl
tory from Malne to Alaska. A force
of 41,000 carriers dally go over the
routes assigned to them, says a writer
in the Bookkeeper,

Bringing the mall to the farmer now
costs the nation $36,000,000 a year In
salarles for the carrlers, expense of
examining new routes, malntaining
postoflices, payments of Inspectors,
epeclal agents, clerks and chiefs of
bureaus,

To secure Information to mnake
changes In routes and carriers, where
deemed necessary, to establish new
routes and to record and tabulate
statistics and data for the postmaster
general as well as for the publie, a
force of only 110 persons s required
In Washington, In spite of the great
nmount of office work and correspond-
ence that must be finished dally,
